talk is the only thing the people 
of Alberta have heard siice the} 
present government came into! 
power. 


In fairness to the present gov- | 
ernment, it is not solely respon- 

sible for the present condition of | 
our farmers, but it has made sev- 
eral false moves, some of which 

I will indicate later. Our agri- 
culture in this province is at least 
15 years behind the times. Al- 
though there are some very com- 
petent men in our department of 
agriculture, I say there is a great 
lack in leadership. 

I first want to point out the im- 
portance in dollars and cents of | 
our agriculture. We will use for 
this purpose the 1934 statistics as 
they are the most complete now 
available for a full year. The total 
revenue of the province for ‘that | 
year was $256,721,783. The returns 


from agriculture alone were $155,- 
707,755, which is 60 per cent of the | 
total revenue | 

The second highest return was 
obtained from manufacturing and 
it amounted to $56,721,783--22.1 per |

DIFFERENT BASIS 


While other countries are build- 
ing up their soils, Alberta is follow- 
ing the same path which has led to 
impoverishment of soil. I consider 
it my duty to point out that it is 
very urgent that our agriculture 
should be organized on a different 
basis altogether, and it is the gov- 
ernment’s duty to see that it is done | 
along the proper lines. | 

I will venture to say that should 
we carry on our present method of 
farming another 10 or 15 years, 
many of our farms will become so 
depleted of plant food and infested | 
with weeds that they will refuse to 
produce enough for the sustenance 
of their owners. If we will look 
back we will find that the average 
yield of grain has decreased ap- 
proximately 10 bushels per acre in 
the last 10 years 

I believe that a complete survey 
of the province should be made to 
collect all possible data as to the; 
quality of the soil, the climatic con 
ditions and the adaptabilities of #e 
various sections of the province to} 
the production of the different 
crops. 

An advisory board of competent 
and non-prejudiced agriculturists

CASH SURPLUS—DEBT GOES UP 

Hon. Solon Low had the pleasant duty of 
informing the legislature the province hed a 
eash surplus on income account for the ten 
months ehding with January. The cash on hand 
at that date amounted to $271,000 plus, against 
a deficit of $2,124,000 plus at the same time a 
year ago. 

The public will share with the Minister satis- 
faction in knowing that the cash revenue was 
more than the ordinary outgo, little as they like 
the means by which the betterment was brought 
about. The twenty per cent increase in taxotion 
made at the session a year ago wholly accounts 
for the change from a deficit to a surplus. 

Mr. Unwin’s chance of getting the “two per 
cent” sales tax repealed at the present session 
may therefore be considered as having gone into 
permanent eclipse 

Not so satisfactory as the surplus is it to 
Jearn that the provincial debt went up during 
the ten months by an amount more than

Dried Fruits Wholesom 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Dried fruits, although concentrated foods, 
are wholesome and may be used to advantage 
during seasons when fresh fruits are tither ex- 
pensive or not available. R 

Among those which may be used with bene- 
fit to health are the following: Prunes, raisins, 
peaches, apricots, figs, pears, 
apples and dates. All of the 
dried fruits are high in food 
value on account of the lerge 
amount of fruit sugar which 
they contain. They are also 
of value inasmuch as they 
provide the valuable food 
minerals so necessary to the 

’ . normal health of the body. 
Dr. F. McCoy The dried figs and prunes 
have an additional value to some people who 
find them to be mildly laxative in effect. This 
laxative action will be more pronounced if a few 
senna leaves are added to the water in which 
the prunes are soaked and cooked. While I do 
not suggest that you use the senna leaves for 
any prolonged length of time, nevertheless, they 
may be used temporarily during the period when 
the intestine is being re-trained to do its work 
in a normal manner. 

The drying process as applied to the prune 
requires a great deal of o's: 


oil, the aim being to 
develop the sugar of the prune without changing 
its flavor or detracting from its fruity character. 
Formerly, the prune needed a continued soaking 
process and was commonly soaked over night 
before being cooked; however, with the develop- 
ment of a special] “tenderizing” process, prunes 
and apricots may be cooked without soaking in 
from thirty to forty minutes. 

Dried prunes, apricots and peaches have been 
found to have a particular value as blood- 
builders and are now being recommended for 
this reason. It is considered that they help the 
body to build healthy red blood cells because of 
the iron and copper which they contain. 

There are many varicties of dates, including 
both hard and soft varieties. While dates vary in 
composition, on the average they contain fifty 
and seventy per cent of sugar. The combination 
of a few dates with either Sweet milk or butter- 
milk will provide a very nutritious and satisfying 
luncheon 

Many people are familiar with the dried figs 
who have not used the fresh ones, inasmuch as 
the dried product widely distributed and 
reaches many districts where the fresh fig is 
unknown. The dried Black Mission figs, as grown 
in California, a sugar content as high as 
ive per cent and are much relished efter 
being stewed until they are soft. They may also 
be used in the uncooked form as a natural sweet 

Raisins are another dried fruit very c 
monly used and they may be used to enhance 
other foods such as salads or puddings, or may 
be cooked and eaten by themselves. You will 
d tl adding a few raisins to a salad of grated 
raw carrots will impart a desirable flavor 

Not only do raisins provide iron in abund- 
ance, but they also supply a large measure of 
calcrum, magnesium and phosphorous 

Dried apricots, peaches, apples and pears are 
also wholesome and after being properly cooked 
provide a tasty addition to the wifter diet

The Passing Show

In his Old Country Letter last Saturday, Mr. 
J. E. Norcross mentioned the theory, believed 
in some quarters, that the prominent Russians 
recently convicted on their own confessions of 
sabotage and treason, were victims of drugs or 


hypnotism or both. 
Other theories advanced on this side of the 


Atlantic is that the confessions were exacted 
under threat of torture, or under threat of pun- 
ishment to their kin, or under promise of secret 
release or reward. One writer in the Fascist 
journal, “Time”, went so far afield for explana- 
tion as to suggest that the trial was a pre-ar- 
ranged plan between Stalin and the accused to 
entrap Germany and Japan—something like the 
civil servant who appears as devil's advocate at 
the meetings of the Prophetic Bible Conference 
as “Professor Orthodox Economist”, to be demol- 


ished by Premier Aberhart to the laughter and, 


applause of the faithful. 

It seems incredible that men who fought and 
suffered for Bolshevism in Russia, and who at- 
tained high places in Soviet administration, 
should freely admit to entering into plans with 
German and Japanese agents to sabotage Sov- 
ietism 

a 

Were these men. truly guilty of the crimes 
laid against them? Walter Duranty, Moscow 
correspondent of the New York Times, regarded 
as the best informed British-American journalis- 
tic authority on Russian matters, expresses clear 
belief in the validity of the confessions. He says 
to understand their contents one must first un- 
derstand Russia and the Russian character. 

These men at their trial showed no evidence 
of control or fear. On the contrary they show- 
ed alert understanding of everything that took 
place. They were boastfully defiant in the face 
of death. Their early lives were filled daily 
with risk of death for the cause they served. 
Believing that Stalin is veering to state capital- 
ism they are not afraid to put their lives in pawn 
for the cause they serve. 

But how could they enter into sabotage plots 
with German and Japanese agents? The answer 
In the same non-national spirit in which 
Lenin availed himself of the help of the Kaiser's 
government to pass through Germany on a seal- 
ed train to take part in the Revolution. Ger- 
many and Japan might make territorial gains 
through their aid but Lenin had ceded territory 
at Brest-Litovsk in order to build up the revolu- 
tionary regime. They may have thought that 
a war between Russia on one side and Ger- 
many and Japan on their other would herald 
in a world revolution

Minds convinced of the rightness of their 
cause can do anything from staging Inquisitions 
to starting revolutions. 

The trials at Moscow puzzle those used to 
British court procedure where every step must 
be proved in open court. In Russia, as in s 
other countries, the court trial is a formal pres-

What does Duranty mean when he Says one 
must understand the Russian character? He 
had supplied the answer a year before in an 
article in “Esquire”. called “Off the Russian 
Record.” In it he records some of the mysteri- 
ous and bizarre stories told him by Russians. 
Some of them, like that of the corpse frozen in 
ice which moved its lips and predicted the death 
of the Royal family and the course of the Revo- 
lution, he attributes to national credulity. 

» Other stories he investigated he thinks have 
some foundation in fect, like that of the sect 
which picks up young girls on the street and 
bribes them to act as witnesses and assistants at 
the marriage of a handsome young man and a 
beautiful bride. The feature of the ceremony 
comes after the ritua] is sung, when the bridal 
pair step into an embrasure in the wall and 
are bricked up. Duranty doesn’t think these 
bridal couples are immured to death. He thinks 
there is an exit from the vaults; that the sex- 
ual eccentrics who take part in the rites do it 
for the thrill of combining a night of love with 
the memory of the ghastly punishment inflicted 
in the Middle Ages on erring nuns and monks, 

He gives a detailed account of a band of 
poets. headed by one Golavene, all of whom 
were either executed or sent to sanitoria by the 


police. Most of them, he Says, were dope- 
fiends and drunkards, They gathered round 
Golavene because he had money. Golavene

ned that each would carry two bombs. As they 
passed the reviewing platform, each member of 
the Brotherhood would throw one bomb at the 
platform and the other at his own feet, to start 
the movement to Capella. 


Unfortunately for the plan, one of the poets 
in @ drunken lerk set fire to Golavene's long 
hair and a bloody fight ensued. While in the 
police cells, some of the poets raved about 
bombs and suicide pacts and the road to Capella, 
and the plot was thus revealed Golavene and 
another poet named Tanin were executed. The 
others were placed in confinement.

Order To Insurance 
Company 

Alberta's moratorium does not 
apply to debts outside the prov- 
ince, or to owners of land resident 
outside who have renters on their 
property, it was decided by Mr. 
Justice Tweedie in Supreme 
Court chambers Thursday morn- 
ing when he granted an order for 
final foreclosure to William Par- 
lee acting on behalf of an insur- 
ance company, on a quarter sec- 
tion of land at Warwick, owned 


by a farmer at Meadow Lake 
Sask. 

The applicaton for foreclosure 
was opposed by J. N. McDonald 


who argued that as the moratorium 
declared a suspension of debt pay- 


ment within the province a renter 
came within its provisions. The 
court held this was not the invten- 
tion of the moratorium Mr. Justice 
Tweedie stating that “where you 
have statutes depriving people of 
their rights the strict letter of the 
language of the instrument so de- 
priving them must be interpreted, 


and no generous application of im- 
plied intent of the instrument.” 
Mr. McDonald pointed out to the 
court that the non-resident farm- 
er through the renter had paid 
$948 on the mortgage since 1932, 
adding that these payments were 
greater than most farmers in the
